BELFA ST (U P I)—A landmine explosion near the border 
of the Irish Republic killed two British soldiers early 
today, enveloping their patrol vehicle in a ball of fire 
Gunmen dumped a youth’s body in a Belfast Protestant 
area. 
The three deaths followed one of the worst Roman 
Catholic riots in Belfast in months. Hundreds of youths 
using iron battering ram s smashed into an army post and 
set an armored car on fire before troops drove them back. 
The army said the two soldiers were killed and two others 
injured when a Claymore mine exploded under their vehicle 
near the border town of Lism askea, in County Fermanagh. 
The explosion wrecked the vehicle and set it ablaze. 
In Belfast an unidentified youth in his late teens was 
found shot dead in the Protestant Donegal area near the 
entrance to one of the main highways running south, an 
army spokesman said. 
The three deaths brought to 498 the number of persons 
killed in three years of sectarian strife and military 
operations in Northern Ireland, including 16 dead since the 
army occupied Irish Republican Army (IRA) strongholds 
in the province Monday. 


In the first large-scale Catholic rioting since the assault 
on the IRA barricaded so-called “ no go” areas, 500 youths 
using heavy iron poles as battering rams smashed in the 
main barbed wire gates of a new army post in the Catholic 
Andersonstown district of Belfast. 
The rioters set fire to a Saracen armored car blocking the 
entrance to the post before troops drove them back with 
vollies of rubber bullets. The youths fought back with rocks 
and bottles during the two-hour battle before soldiers 
finally dispersed them. 


The army said one soldier suffered a broken jaw and 
another a broken arm in the rioting. Two Catholic civilian 
men were seriously injured when their car was hit by a 
bomb aimed at an army ambulance in the fighting. 
The battle erupted after 1,200 Catholics marched to a

SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The legislature began the first 
week of its three-month recess today after working almost 
continuously for 19 months without finding a solution to 
property tax relief and school finance 
A monumental stack of unfinished business will greet 
lawmakers when they return to the Capitol after the Nov 7 
election. 
Included in the mountain of m easures still undecided are 
reapportionment, women’s rights, protection of the “ wild 
rivers,” no-fault car insurance and the possible reduction of 
penalties for m arijuana use 
Many incumbents facing reelection say they will have a 
difficult time explaining to voters why they are still empty- 
handed on the question of property tax relief and educa­ 
tional financing. 
The Senate, where only half the lawmakers are up for 
reelection. killed a $12 billion plan ironed out between 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti and Gov. Ronald Reagan 
All of the Assembly seats are up for grabs this fall. 
However, the legislature did decide some questions 
Lawmakers passed measures to finance bicycle trails 
and sel up a statewide “hot” list of stolen bikes to help curb 
thefts They also approved a bill extending unemployment 
insurance to farm workers although Reagan is expected to 
veto it 
The legislature passed a measure to require license 


plates to be reflectonzed as well as a 1974 ballot issue for 
$250 million worth of park bonds. 
Reagan has signed into law m easures to raise the pay of 
prison guards and to ease restrictions on teaching the 
dangers of venereal disease 
Lawmakers also took decisive action by killing bills to 
reduce the drinking age to 18, establish tighter controls 
over election campaigns and create a life insurance plan 
for state workers. 
In addition, the legislature approved a dozen proposals 
for the Nov. 7 ballot, including one by Moretti to lengthen 
the current annual legislative sessions to two years. 
Although 
lawmakers contend 
the congressional-type 
sessions would cost less than one-year sessions, some 
observers are skeptical 
The same type of argument was made when voters chose 
to have 
full tim e” legislators in 1967. Salaries for 
lawmakers went from $6.000 to $16,000 a year then, and 
legislators shortly afterward voted themselves a pay boost 
to $19,200 and per diem allowances of $30 a day 
The 1949 legislature, working for $100 a month with a $1.5 
million budget, introduced 4,850 bills, passed 1,713 and 1,603

Lightning caused fires cover 
hundreds of California acres

A num ber of fires, many caused by lightning, blackened 
several hundred acres of Southern California brushland 
during the weekend. 
Lightning also caused scattered power blackouts in some 
areas and a Palm dale man was hospitalized in critical 
condition after suffering a heart attack when a bolt struck 
near his home. 
The largest of the fires charred more than 300 acres 
Sunday in the Woodland 
Hills area of the Santa Monica 
Mountains. Forty-nine companies of Los Angeles city and 
county 
firemen 
controlled 
the 
flames 
that 
briefly 
threatened some nearby homes. 
Cause of the fire was not im m ediately known but it was 


one of the few weekend blazes not attributed to lightning. 
Authorities said lightning that accompanied moist 
tropical air being pumped up from the southeast was 
responsible for: 


—A dozen small fires in the San Bernardino National Fo­ 
rest, each burning less than an acre before being 
extinguished. 


—A series of small, half-acre, fires in the Angeles 
National Forest near Pearblossom that were all quickly 
controlled.

Indian cave paintings 


By Robert Moris 
Assistant Curator Ed Benhart’s slide show of Indian rock paintings 
centers around Honda Canyon, south of Vandenberg Air Force Base. It 
was presented to museum trustees at a recent meeting. From this 
area comes the flint for arrowheads, seal bones left by Indians after 
hunting offshore. 
South of Mt. Tranquillón are numerous cliff paintings featuring reds 
and blues. It is believed that the medicine men recorded what was 
going on while they were under the influence of jimson week or 
mescaline. 
The cliff was a place of worship. The rock paintings were designed 
to keep the evil spirits on their own side of the cliff, away from the 
tribal villags. The rain symbol and sun are seen frequently. Yellow 
pigment was made from limonite, while white was mixed from ’ 
diatomaceous earth. 
Some of the plant life in the area includes sour grass, sticky monkey 
flower, bush poppy and soaproot plant. 
Cave paintings were photographed near the Scolari Ranch. Some 
seem like finger painting. Only the Indians knew what the paintings 
were about. Petroglyphs, or stone carvings are also found in this 
region. Those near Jalam a also depict flying figures and deer. One 
cave near Buellton on Highway 101 uses the blue color of serpentine 
and has ‘starlike designs. Near Montecito and off San Marcos Pass 
overlooking Goleta Airport are found mortars and pestles, paint 
pigment bowls. 
Some of the paintings and pictographs are 500 to 600 years old. 
Abalone shell dishes were used to hold and mix paints. Iron oxide was 
used for the red pigment. The red Tyon Berry was also used as a dye. 
In Honda, there are caves with swordfish painted on the walls. The 
Indians worshipped the swordfish because it drove the whales away. 
Soap root was used as a paint brush. Favorite subjects were 
animals, fish and man running. 
On the old Hall Ranch, was a flycatcher bird’s nest in therocks.blue- 
eyed grass, blue gum trees and a paper wasp’s nest. In addition to the 
cave paintings there were ancient Indian fireplaces, garbage pits, 
shells and flint. Much information can be gathered trom the piles ot 
rubbish discarded by the Indians. 
Dating of the rock pictures is done by examining the moss and 
lichens which have grown over them. Some of these plants take 
hundreds of years to grow and cover a rock or cliff. 
According to mythology, the Indian thought of men and anials as 
earth people, birds as sky people, fish as water people in the drawings, 
drawings.

65— Think Follow-through First 


Too many average golfers 
fail to lower their handicaps 
because they swing at the 
ball instead of through it. 
They treat that little white 
object as though it were a 
16-pound shot put and they 
were 
afraid 
of 
breaking 
their wrists hitting it. 
The ball should merely get 
in the way of your swing. 
You should be accelerating 
the club head through the 
ball, not choking off your 
swing speed. 
A good way to develop a 
fuller down swing is to en­ 
vision at address—at the out­ 
set—about a good follow- 
through position, with the 
hands nice and high and 
your weight on your left 
side. 
Then have only that 
thought in mind as you 


swing. Forget the ball. Oh, 
you’ll be looking at it—but 
don’t be obsessed by it. 
Swing right on through it 
and whip it out there.

California citizens must be shaking their 
head in disbelief over what is happening, 
or rather what happened, in Sacramento 
last week. For the second time, the State 
Senate killed any form of property tax 
relief or school financing. 
The reasons are the same. Partisanship 
over people. A small group of jealous 
Democratic Senators, led by James Mills 
of San Diego, just could not see their 
Democratic 
speaker, 
Robert 
Moretti, 
compromise a measure with a Republican 
governor, Ronald Reagan. 
It appears that by their action they have 
left the door open for the approval of the 
Watson initiative in November which 
calls, certainly, for drastic tax reform 
without any form of funding. 
Governor Reagan and Moretti feel that 
it is useless to keep banging their heads in

By FRANK VAN DER LINDEN 
WASHINGTON - The critics of 
President Nixon, who still cannot 
understand why he kept Spiro T 
Agnew as his running mate, could 
find the answer to the question by 
studying the character of the two 
men and their personalities.

“ Now, that does not mean that all 
of his decisions will be good because 
calm, cool, judicial men make bad 
decisions just as emotional men 
sometimes make good decisions, but 
my point is that in all of the so- 
called mini crises and major crises 
we have had in the administration, 
he has been strong, courageous and 
loyal ”

loyal support he received from his 
“calm, cool” vice-president in the 
crucial decisions of the war in 
Southeast Asia: The decisions to 
enter Cambodia, and, last May 8, to 
mine the harbors of North Vietnam 
in defiance of Soviet shipping. 
Agnew backed his chief also in his 
resolve to make the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty (SALT) with the 
Russians, which involved, as Nixon 
said, “a fight between the hawks 
and the doves.” 
Nixon emphasized that Agnew 
never “just sat there as a yes m an’’ 
in the cabinet meetings. Other 
participants can testify that the 
former Maryland governor has, 
indeed, spoken up in opposition to 
the President. Early last year, for 
instance, they differed sharply over 
the scope of the revenue-sharing 
program. 
Nixon first proposed a small-scale 
model, after listening to advisers 
who warned that a big one would 
dangerously unbalance the budget. 
But Agnew argued that it must be 
more 
than 
double 
the original 
figure 
“ You can’t sell a token program 
to the governors and the mayors,” 
he declared “ If you really mean 
business, not a well-advertised piece 
of tokenism, you will have to go up 
to $5 billion.” 
Today, the revenue-sharing bill, 


which has passed the House and is 
nearing approval in the Senate, calls 
for $5 billion that first year and 
about $30 billion over the next five 
years, or roughly the Agnew figure. 
Last October, when efforts were 
being made to kick Agnew upstairs 
to a Supreme Court vacancy, and 
thus clear the way for someone else 
on the 1972 ticket, the vice-president 
scornfully rejected that scheme. 
“ I have no interest in the Supreme 
Court,” he said. 
“ It would be 
awfully confining — not enough 
action. I like to be in the crucible.” 
It is “ in the crucible” that the fire 
is the hottest, and Nixon has used 
this same figure of speech in 
discussing his own political trials. 
“ My steel was hardened in the fire 
years ago in the Hiss case,” the 
President once told a friend. When 
Nixon started exposing Alger Hiss, 
the State Department official later 
imprisoned for perjury, he said, 
“ ninety per cent of the press was 
against me. Later, my critics looked 
sheepish. They came to adm it*1 was 
right.” 
“ I learned the hard way,” the 
President told his friend, “ that you 
must keep your poise, keep cool. ” 
So, there you have the Republican 
ticket: Nixon and Agnew, a couple 
of “cool cats.”

It may come as a shock to a lot of 
people, but for the time being, at 
least, it is perfectly legal to do 
anything — anything at all — with 
an American flag in California. . 
A recent court decision in effect 
voided that portion of the state’s 
Military and Veterans Code making 
the desecration of a U.S. flag a 
misdemeanor. 


According to the 
state law, “ a person 
is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor who ... 
publicly mutilates, 
defiles, or tramples 
any ... flag,” and 
the 
definition 
of 
“ flag ’’ 
includes, 
am o n g 
o t h e r s , 
“ e v e r y 
f l a g , 
standard, color or 
ensign 
authorized 
by the laws of the 
United 
States 
or 
this state.”

Flag ruling 


“ peace” demonstration on the steps 
of the State Capitol Building last 
May 8. A 19-year-old Sacramentan 
was charged with pouring lighter 
fluid over a national flag, then 
setting it aflame. 


The law was upheld in municipal 
and 
superior 
courts, 
but 
the 
American Civil 
Liberties Union 
appealed the case to a district court, 
which threw out the law as well as 
the case. The judges held the 
definition of “ flag” in the code was 
overbroad. They backed up this 
opinion with several illustrations, 
including 
the 
use 
of 
flag 
representations on such items as 
martini toothpicks and auto window 
decals. 


A pair of State legislators are 
rather incensed with this ruling, as 
we believe we all should be. Sen. H. 
L. 
Richardson of 
Arcadia 
and 
Assemblyman B. Richard Barnes of 
San Diego hope to correct the 
situation. 
Both legislators intend to seek 
support of both the Senate and 
Assembly in asking the attorney 


general to seek to overturn the most 
recent decision or in drawing up and 
passing into law a new and less 
overbroad statute.

N A S A ’s 
s p a c e 
s h u t t l e 
environmental 
impact statement 
concludes that “ water pollution 
resulting from the use- of the space 
shuttle 
is 
expected 
to 
be 
insignificant even for worst-case 
situations involving highly unlikely 
combinations of events. ” 
The draft study supports this 
conclusion ably yet still leaves 
ample areas for further research. 
According 
to 
a 
Califonia 
S tate 
Water Quality Con­ 
trol 
Board 
publi­ 
cation, 
hydrazine 
and aerozine 50 are 
the most toxic fuels 
carried 
by 
the 
shuttle and the fact 
that they are 
contained only in the orbiter seems 
to indicate that their release into the 
ocean would require a water orbiter 
abort. 
The chances of this seem distant 
in light of the NASA statistic that 
100 per cent of their manned space 
vehicles have succeeded through the 
first stage. 
By the same criteria, ammonium 
perchlorate, which would slowly 
dissolve into seawater as solid fuel 
in the water-dunked, recoveragle 
boosters, 
has 
a 
relatively 
low 
toxicity. 
The implication, then, is that 
boosters jettisoned without burning 
would not seriously pollute the 
ocean. 
“Toxic concentrations” of the 
unburned fuel “ would be expected 
only in the immediate vicinity 
(within a few feet) of the propellant 
if they occur at all” the study notes. 
Boosters that are released while 
burning would continue to burn 
under water, releasing amounts of 
hydrogen 
chloride 
and 
carbon 
monoxide gas and aluminum oxide 
particles depending on how much 
fuel they went down with. 
The NASA statement mentions 
this in passing, yet it’s hard not to 
wonder exactly what effects these 


compounds would have and exactly 
how toxic they are. 
The table of maximum acceptable 
concentrations is essentially useless 
because it does not include these 
three products of an underwater 
solid rocket burn. Nor does the 
study estimate the concentrations of 
any of the included compounds after 
aborts or jettisons, etc. so that they 
can be compared to the table. 
The possibility of an orbiter abort 
or most other anomalies is probably 
miniscule and the ocean is big. But 
two solid boosters will be jettisoned 
for water recovery on each of the 
shuttle’s 50 yearly missions. More 
study ought to be done, especially on 
the long range and cumulative 
possibilities of these compounds in 
the sea. If such studies have been 
done the Space Agency should make 
them public, and include specific 
numbers. Adjectives aren’t good 


enough. 
The two most toxic materials, 
hydrazine and aerozine 50 are used 
for 
the 
orbiter 
maneuvering 
propulsion system and carried in the 
craft. The orbiter fuel tank, that 
large tank between the orbiter and 
flanked by the boosters, contains 
liquid oxygen and hydrogen orbiter 
mainpropulsion 
fuel, 
and 
is 
jettisoned over water where the fuel 
turns into just oxygen or hydrogen 
and disperses. 
If an orbiter were to water 
abort,the study says, the atrozine 50 
and hydrazine would “dilute to non­ 
toxic levels of concentration within 
the area effected by the emergency 
landing. 
This again, leaves too 
much unsaid. 
It might be wise for NASA to 
illuminate these areas before a head
